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names like "moonshine spam with oiled up taters'' and 
''barbecue rattlesnake taters with bathtub gin turnips/' 
Additionally, attendees enjoyed local peaches, apples and 
deep fried Twinkies and Oreos. 

A variety of organizations manned booths 
promoting their causes. Rochester Memorial School 
students Morgan Alexander and Nicole Correia 
enthusiastically encouraged attendees to participate 
in a raffle to support the fifth grade outdoor education 
experience. The tradition recently was cut from the 
school's budget, explained volunteer Ruth Correia, thus 
the kids and parents ran the booth to ensure it continues 
next year. 

The local Boys and Girls Scout troops also actively 
solicited donations, but in creative and unique ways.

Golf Tourney Raises $8,000 for Hockey

The Ninth Annual Chuck Michaud Memorial 
Golf Tournament shined on last Sunday despite clouds 
and intermittent rain, raising more than $8,000 for the 
Old Rochester Regional (ORR) Junior High arena and 
ORR and Fairhaven High School hockey programs. 
Approximately 95 golfers participated in the event, which 
includes an 18-hole scramble and dinner at the Bay Pointe 
Country Club in Onset. 

"This is one of the best years we've had. Everyone 
had a great time," said Jason Medeiros, the tournament's 
organizer who played hockey under the late Chuck 
Michaud, who also coached football and baseball. "Also, 
the food was phenomenal," he added. 

ORR hockey coach Scott Hartley, who also played 
during Mr. Michaud' s tenure, reflected on the volunteer 
mobilization that made the event a success. "We had 12 
members of the hockey team help with the tournament 
and the parents helped us get organized," he said, 
remarking that volunteers have been meeting monthly 
since last spring to ensure a successful event. 

Moreover, he noted the critical assistance the 
fundraiser provides for ORR hockey. "School budgets are 
tight, so the support is really crucial," Mr. Hartley said. 
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noting that monies help fund uniforms and equipment. 

According to Mr. Medeiros, the raised funds will 
help purchase a scoreboard for the new hockey arena 
completed last December. Additionally, the arena will 
receive some cosmetic improvements. Reflecting on the 
ORR arena's history, he said past tournaments essentially 
funded the building of the arena. Local businesses 
donated labor and materials that have the schools a 
significant amount, he said. "That arena is worth a quarter 
million dollars, but we put it together for $70,000 to 
$80,000. We had a lot of donated help," he said, remarking 
that 33 sponsors supported the golf tournament. 

Proceeds also will benefit the hockey programs 
at ORR and Fairhaven High School. Once the arena 
is completely finished, Mr. Medeiros said future 
tournaments would focus on sustaining these hockey 
programs. 

For now, Mr. Medeiros is looking ahead to 
next year's tournament, which will mark its 10-year 
anniversary. He anticipates the event will be a big one for 
hockey players and supporters.

Norman Fortier's Mattapoisett Waterfront

A lecture and slide show titled "Yachts, Boats and 
Boat Shops: Mattapoisett 1940-1985 as seen through the 
eyes of Norman Fortier" was given on Thursday, August 
19 at 7:30 by Seth Mendell at the Mattapoisett Free Public 
Library. Mr. Mendell is the president of the Mattapoisett 
Historical Society. 

Mr. Mendell opened the evening with a 
presentation of some of the maps and calendars available 
for sale from the Mattapoisett Historical Society. These 
included old maps of Mattapoisett and Rochester, and 
a map of Buzzards Bay in 1906. The evening's talk was 
focused on the work of Norman Fortier, a photographer 
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41 0 Alden Road. Fairhaven 508-997-4707 
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who worked between the years of 1940 and 1985 
taking many pictures of the boats in Buzzards Bay Mr. 
Fortier took "thousands of pictures of this particular 
area, (Marion and Mattapoisett) of the land, boats and 
waterfront,'' according to Mr. Mendell. 

About 10 years ago, roughly 16,000 negatives 
of Mr. Fortier 's work were donated to the New Bedford 
Whaling Museum. At that time, the Whaling Museum 
contacted Mr. Mendell to ask if he would be interested in 
picking out the pictures taken in Mattapoisett. He was, 
and the photos used for this presentation were courtesy of 
the Whaling Museum. 

The photos began with an aerial view of 
Mattapoisett, circa 1962. Mr. Mendell explained that the 
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Wampanoag Indians had used the Mattapoisett River as 
"their life-line to the sea/' Mr. Mendell considered the 
Indians ''chapter one" in the history of Mattapoisett, with 
following chapters including the settlers who arrived 
in 1680, and then the development of the ship-building 
industry, and eventually the demise of the whaling trade 
leading to the now-present summer crowd. 

More photos followed, including pictures of a 
fleet of catboats from the New Bedford Yacht Club in 
1977. The New Bedford Yacht Club held their regattas in 
the Mattapoisett harbor at that time. 

Going back further in history, the New York 
Yacht Club visited the Mattapoisett Harbor in 1962, and 
Norman Fortier was able to capture a few brilliant shots 
of the parking lot, dock and harbor. The lot didn't look 
much different than it does today, other than the 60' s 
style cars, and the normally bare harbor was filled with 
expensive New York yachts. 

Another shot was of the "Buzzards Bay 25," a 
ship "designed to sail in Buzzards Bay and keep you dry." 
This boat is now on display at the Herreshoff Marine 
Museum in Bristol, R.I. Many other boats belonging 
to Mattapoisett owners were shown under sail, many 
heeling precariously. 

Mr. Fortier spent significant time with two well- 
known boat builders; Allan Vaitses and Fred Brownell. 
These two began a boat shop together in Mattapoisett, but 
they soon went different ways, due to their conflicting. 
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strong personalities. Mr. Fortier photographed the inside 
of Allan Vaitses' shop, where Mr. Vaitses developed a 
new method for building ships by binding two fiberglass 
halves of the hull together, rather than building one 
complete wooden hull. Mr. Vaitses wrote a number of 
technical boat-building books and built over two-hundred 
custom designed boats. 

Mr. Brownell also built over a hundred boats, and 
he also invented the first Brownell hydraulic trailer and 
"jack stands'' which aided tremendously in launching and 
storing boats. Anyone interested in viewing the Fortier 
collection can stop by during the Museum's regular hours, 
Wednesday through Saturday, 1:00 to 4:00 pm.

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Board Upholds Inspector, Local Bylaw 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals (ZBA) was called to order by Chairman 
Jeffrey Chase on August 19, 2010 in the Mattapoisett 
Town Hall conference room. Also in attendance were 
ZBA members Paul Milott, Ken Pacheco, Susan Akin and 
Mary Anne Brogan, Building Inspector Andy Bobola and 
Administrative Assistant Maria Cananzey 

In the first hearing of the night, the Board once 
again conducted a public hearing concerning 8 Ocean 
View Ave. The appeal, filed by William Halmkin of 10 
Ocean View Ave, sought to appeal Mr. Bobola's decision 
to not revoke a building permit, which had been issued to 
Thomas and Terry Simonson, owners of the 8 Ocean View 
Ave property. 

The non-conforming structure at 8 Ocean View 
was grandfathered to pre-1973 setback requirements. 
According to Mattapoisett bylaws, that gave jurisdiction 
to the building inspector to approve the permit, said 
both Mr. Bobola and Attorney Daniel Perry. At a May 
20 meeting, the ZBA voted to support Mr. Bobola's 
decision, citing failure to file an appeal 30 days from the 
permit approval, and Mr. Bobola's uncontested use of the 
Mattapoisett bylaw for 10 years, for their decision. 

A representative of Mr. Halmkin, Attorney 
Barbara Huggins, claimed that a special permit should

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have been issued, and that Mr. Bobola should not have 
approved the application, since the project increased the 
non-conforming nature of the building. ''We're not saying 
the building inspector can't issue the permit, but that they 
must complete an inquiry," said Atty. Huggins, who also 
went on to note that the local bylaw should not "trump" 
Massachusetts law, citing a Supreme Judicial Court case, 
Bjorklund vs. Norwell Zoning Board, in which the local 
bylaw could not be upheld in a case of house expansion 
and non-conformity 

Atty. Perry refuted Atty. Huggins' claims, saying 
that the language in the Mattapoisett bylaw is clear: Mr. 
Bobola had the right to issue the building permit. Town 
Counsel Atty. Joel Bard of Kopelman and Paige said, "It's 
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up to the building inspector and the [ZBA] to interpret 
what [the local bylaw] says/' 

After closing the public comment period of the 
hearing, the ZBA entered a brief deliberation period. 

'1 don't think they told us anything different than 
last time/' said Ms. Akin. 

''What was the reason that they wanted the 
appeal?" asked Mr. Pacheco, who had not been at the May 
20 meeting. 

"It was neighbor versus neighbor," said Chairman 

Chase. 

The Board unanimously voted to deny the appeal. 

In a second hearing, the ZBA received an 
application from Richard and Gloria Waterhouse of 17 
Bay View Ave. The applicants sought a special permit to 
construct an addition to the back of their home, which 
would produce a 23.8-foot setback at the rear of their 
home - the setback requirement is 30-feet. The addition 
would house an extra bedroom. 

The application, which Mr. Bobola described 
as "very straightforward", was approved quickly and 
unanimously by the ZBA. 

In a third public hearing, the ZBA met with Doug 
Schneider to hear plans for a new structure at 3 Ship 
Street. The old structure, which was built in 1967, consists 
of three structures: a one-car garage, a main house and 
another structure containing a kitchen, connected to the 
main house, which Mr. Schneider described as "an odd

little house". 

In the plans, the old house would be demolished 
and replaced by a shingled residence existing mostly on 
one level; the western portion of the home would have a 
second floor. Mr. Schneider claimed that the new house 
would improve the Ship Street setback and remove 
encroachment on the abutting lot. The new structure 
would also include a one-car garage, which would be in 
line with the main house. ''There is a concerted effort to 
keep this as low as possible,'' said Mr. Schneider. 

The ZB A received several letters from abutting 
neighbors, all in support of the project. Some neighbors 
even attended the meeting in support of the applicant. 

"This is an interesting case," said Mr. Bobola,

who said that the property owners, the Zarin family, were 
"working hard to make their neighbors first priority so 
their views are protected/' Instead of other applications, 
which often cut into the views of neighbors, this applicant 
was trying to maintain their neighbors' ocean views.

Selectmen Appoint Planning Board Member 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Naida Parker 
on August 23, 2010 at 7:00 pm in the Rochester Town 
Hall conference room. Also in attendance were Selectmen 
Richard Nunes and Bradford Morse, Town Administrator 
Richard LaCamera and Assistant to the Selectmen 
Veronica Lafreniere. 

The minutes of the July 22 meeting, both regular 
and executive, and the minutes of the August 9 meetings 
were approved. 

In their first appointment of the evening, the 
Board met with Police Chief Paul Magee, who presented 
two candidates for openings in the police department. 
According to Chief Magee, the two applicants, Elizabeth 
Rich and Benjamin Katz, had completed an entrance 
exam, a full physical, background checks and other rigors 
to be considered for the vacancies. 

"They are a good match for the department," 
said Chief Magee, who noted that Ms. Rich has worked 
for the department before, and Mr. Katz is a sergeant for 
the Mount Ida police department. Both hold bachelor's 
degrees in Criminal Justice. 

The Board voted to appoint both Ms. Rich and 
Mr. Katz to the police department for four months each. 

The Board then voted to sign the state primary 
election warrant. The state primary will take place on 
September 14, 2010. 
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In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera presented a list of democratic poll workers for 
the Board to approve. The Board made the approval and 
Chairman Parker said that a similar list would be coming 
from the Republican Town Committee soon. 

The Board then met to discuss a vacancy with the 
Planning Board. The vacancy, which was advertised in 
The Wanderer, produced one interested candidate. Susan 
Peterson was appointed to the board vacancy by the vote 
of the Board of Selectmen and the Planning Board. 

While the Planning Board was present. Chairman 
Arnold Johnson asked the Board to reinstate regulatory 
meetings, since they have not conducted one in over a 
year.

My 14 year old Jack Russell terrier doesn't sleep well anymore 
hut wanders around the house all night. Yesterday 1 found him 
stuck between the bed and wall. Does he have a brain tumor? 
It is possible that your dog has a tumor, but it is more 
likely that he is simply becoming senile. The brain may 
degenerate before the rest of the body in a dog just as 
in a person.

Board Discusses Affordable Housing Plan 

Rochester Planning Board

A meeting of the Rochester Planning Board was 
called to order by Arnold Johnson on August 24, 2010 at 
7:00 pm at the Rochester Town Hall. Also present were 
committee members Gary Florindo, Susan Peterson, Dan 
McGaffey, Bendrix Bailey, John DeMaggio, Planning 
Board Secretary Shirley Darcy and Town Planner John 
Charbonneau. 

As the first order of business, the board approved 
the August 10 minutes as well as various vouchers for 
office supplies. 

The board then met with Conservation Agent 
Laurell Farinon regarding an affordable housing 
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production plan that board members did not approve 
during a vote on July 27. At that time, former member Bob 
Cummings and Mr Bailey had abstained from the vote, 
Mr DeMaggio had voted in opposition to the plan, and 
Mr Johnson, Mr. Florindo and Mr. McGaffey had voted in 
favor of it. 

Ms. Farinon attended the meeting in the hope that 
the board w^ould reconsider its vote and approve the plan, 
which would be submitted to the state. ''The housing 
production plan's purpose is to come up with strategies 
that the town can take to address the need for affordable 
housing," she said, noting that work on the plan began 
nine months ago in consultation with SRPPED and is 
the product of input from various Rochester boards, 
including the planning board. 

Ms. Farinon described the plan as a "dynamic 
document" that addresses deficiencies in affordable 
housing. "I don't think there is anything earth shattering 
about it," she said. Ms. Farinon conceded that state 
receipt of the plan does not guard the town against 40B 
developers, but it does provide closure for the work put 
into the plan. A certified percentage of at least 10 percent 
affordable housing is required to receive a moratorium on 
40B developments, she explained. 

"At least we'll have something to hand to a 
developer," Ms. Farinon said, noting that the developer 
could incorporate ideas from the plan. She did clarify that 
the document is not required by the state.

Mr. McGaffey noted the adverse reaction to the 
term "affordable housing'' and wondered if "workforce 
housing" - a term used in Marion - could make the 
strategies seem more palatable to Rochester residents. 

"That's just painting it with a different brush," 
remarked Mr. DeMaggio. 

"I think the goal of having workforce housing is 
an admirable one. It would be inappropriate to say that 
we are going to zone Rochester in such a way so that our 
police and fire personnel and teachers can't live here. 
We want to have affordable housing for people who are 
working, tax-paying contributors. Nobody wants to see a 
poverty-subsidized housing plan," Mr. Bailey weighed in. 

Mr. Charbonneau added that, "even if 40B goes 
away, there is still a need for affordable housing." Ms. 
Peterson agreed and remarked that having a plan in the 
books assists with the acquisition of grants. "This is a 
good start and not particularly controversial," she said. 

Mr. Johnson, however, hesitated with voting in 
favor of the plan without knowing who is accountable 
to it. He said he does not agree with the entire plan. 
"I'm uneasy with the implementation of the plan," the 
chairperson said. 

"The intent is not to force-feed anyone. The intent 
is to start a conversation. This is not the end, it's just the 
start," Mr. Charbonneau said. Mr. Bailey said he could 
work with Mr. Charbonneau on meeting with "workforce 
people" through public workshops to find out if they

would move to Rochester if affordable options existed. 

"This is a major document for the town. I want to 
know the game plan before approval,'' Mr. Johnson said 
again, with the suggestion that a ''composite committee" 
be formed with members from the Conservation 
Commission, Zoning Board of Appeals, Planning Board 
and Board of Selectmen to explore affordable housing 
strategies and their implementation. 

Under the suggestion of Mr. Florindo, the board 
decided to continue the discussion on the matter on 
September 14, allowing time for Mr. Charbonneau and 
Ms. Farinon to provide more detail and for the board to 
read the plan more thoroughly. 

The board then met with Richard Charon 
of Charon Associates. Specifically, he requested an 
amendment of conditions for an approved special permit 
for a back lot and common driveway. Mr. Charon said 
the applicants could not obtain a mortgage to build their 
home because the permit required a completed driveway. 
The applicants needed the mortgage to fund the required 
driveway, thus were in a bind. The board unanimously 
approved the amendment change to the special permit. 

For the next hearing, representatives of the City 
of New Bedford's Department of Public Infrastructure 
detailed a site plan for .42 acres of photovoltaic panels 
on a property off of Negus Way. Carol Rego of Camp 
Dresser and McKee said the panels could provide up 
to 90 kilowatts of power.

cost approximately $650,000 - are funded by federal 
stimulus money Further, she noted that the Conservation 
Commission required an order of conditions to protect 
sensitive wetlands areas during installation. Mr. Johnson 
said that town counsel will draft the decision for review 
by their counsel prior to the Planning Board's September 
14 meeting. 

The board then briefly considered a backlot 
special permit extension for Mark and Elizabeth 
Hathaway.

In the first public hearing, David Davignon of 
N. Schneider and Associates presented a Request for a 
Determination of Applicability (RDA) on behalf of Simon 
and Lauren Kavanagh of 8 Highland Avenue at Point 
Connett. The applicants proposed to raze the existing 
single family dwelling for the purposes of constructing 
a new dwelling in the same location, in addition to the 
construction of a patio and crushed stone driveway. 
The proposed residence is in the flood zone but not the 
wetlands buffer zone, Mr. Davignon explained.

structure increases the impervious surface area by 33 
percent. He said the commission might require a swale 
to prevent water entering other properties. Mr. Dawicki 
also expressed concern about water falling from the top 
of the house due to lack of gutters.

on adjacent lots at the corner of Windward Way and 
Mattapoisett Neck Road on behalf of Diane Normand and 
Rene Rock. Neither project resides within 100 feet of the 
Wetland Resource Area but they are within the velocity 
zone, Mr. Davignon said. The representative said he is 
seeking a positive determination so the projects can move 
forward to the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

With little deliberation, the commission voted to 
accept both projects with a positive determination. 

A power outage then struck the Mattapoisett 
Town Hall and the remainder of the meeting was 
conducted with assistance from flashlights and the slowly 
waning sunlight. Ironically, NSTAR presented its Notice 
of Intent to add a new circuit line to its Mattapoisett 
substation due to area outage problems. 

Eric Las of Beals and Thomas reviewed the full 
project, which requires mounting brackets on existing and 
new poles on a carpath from North Street to a substation 
off Crystal Springs Road. Mr. Las explained that all work 
is slated for completion before the end of the year and all 
areas would re-vegetate at that time. He said temporary 
swamp mats will be used to provide more surface area 
for vehicles upgrading and installing poles. He said any 
wetland loss - which would be minimal - would be 
mitigated with a proposed small wetlands area. 

The applicants failed to provide a DEP file 
number, however, thus the commission voted to continue 
the hearing on September 13 to wrap up the case.

commission. 

The commission then continued a discussion 
with Alan Ewing of Ewing Engineering and Bob Gray 
of Sabatia, who represent the Plymouth Nominee Trust. 
The applicants are seeking an Abbreviated Notice of 
Resource Area Delineation for an undeveloped lot near 
Mattapoisett Neck Road and Old Mattapoisett Neck 
Road. The representatives sought determination from the 
commission declaring that the salt marsh system on part 
of the property did not constitute a river. Mr. Gray went 
into extensive detail on his reasoning, including the lack 
of blue lines on the U.S. Geological Survey map and the 
lack of a continuous flow, among other considerations. 

Mr. Dawicki said such a determination of 
whether there is a river would not affect the scope of 
the project, which is already on a waterfront, and thus 
is a mute point, but Mr. Gray expressed concern that a 
lack of a determination could impact future projects of 
neighbors. Mr. Nicolosi pointed out that the applicant had 
not paid a fee for the commission to determine if there is 
a river on that segment of the property thus opted "not to 
define it at all." 

'T can't say Fm 100 percent convinced this 
is not a river," Mr. Nicolosi said. The representatives 
and commission discussed at length the issue, but the 
commission still believed that a determination of whether 
there is a river was unnecessary. The commission in the 
end accepted the delineation with no determination of

History in Focus 

Lizzie Borden Crime Explored and Examined 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

"Lizzie Borden took an ax...," or did she? Over one 
hundred people came to the Marion Music Hall last Thursday 
to hear an in-depth retelling of the famous double homicide 
by Christopher Daley, a history teacher in the Silver Lake 
Regional School System in Kingston and an expert on the 
murders. The program, "Lizzie Borden: The Mystery Contin- 
ues," was sponsored by the Sippican Historical Society. 

Mr. Daley clicked through a slideshow including 
diagrams of the first and second floor of the home, coroner re- 
ports, trial evidence, newspaper headlines, crime scene photos, 
family member biographies, wanted posters and a variety of 
other interesting trivia. The packed house sat quietly, im- 
mersed in the narrative style of Mr. Daley's comments on each 
slide. 

Mr. Daley explained the Marion connection to the 
case by saying that Lizzie was scheduled to vacation in Mar- 
ion the following week, with a group of women friends at the 
summer cottage of Dr. Benjamin Handy, 
father of Lizzie's close friend, Louise 
Handy. Dr. Handy, a prominent Fall River 
physician, often allowed the use of his 
home at 9 South Street, for his daughter's 
fishing expeditions. An accomplished an- 
gler, Lizzie had visited Marion many times 
for that purpose. In fact, Lizzie's alibi for 
the time of the murders was that she was in 
the barn loft of her Fall River home, look- 
ing for sinkers for her upcoming fishing 
trip to Marion. She and her friends would 
fish off a pier adjacent to the Beverly Yacht 
Club. 

Another familiar Marion home, 
located on Front Street at the corner of Ry- 
der's Lane, was home to Lizzie's defense 
attorney, George Robinson. Mr. Daley said 
that most of the trial preparation work was 
probably done in that house. 

The story began with Lizzie's fa- 
ther, Andrew Borden, a wealthy, but frugal 
man. His first wife, Lizzie's mother, died when Lizzie was 
little. Andrew remarried to Abby Gray. Mr. Daley explained 
that when Lizzie was first questioned about Abby's death, she 
replied, "That's not my mother - that's my step-mother." Abby 
was killed, upstairs, approximately an hour and a half before 
Andrew, who was killed downstairs, in the parlor. Lizzie was 
32 years old at the time and unmarried, making her a "spin- 
ster" during that time. Mr. Daley explained that Lizzie was 
considered a "good Christian woman," but was a secret klepto- 
maniac. Merchants would drop by to see Andrew and ask to be 
paid for merchandise Lizzie had allegedly stolen. 




The murders occurred on the humid morning of Au- 
gust 4, 1892 in Fall River, MA. The Borden's had an overnight 
visitor, Lizzie's biological mother's brother, her uncle, John 
Morse. Lizzie's sister, Emma, was visiting relatives on Green 
Street, in Fairhaven. A maid, Bridget Sullivan, was outside, 
washing windows downstairs. 

Lizzie discovered her father's lifeless body and 
called for the maid and sent her for the family doctor. Shortly 
after, the doctor arrived and was flabbergasted at the wounds 
inflicted on Andrew. The doctor had been a civil war surgeon 
and testified that he had never seen such savagery. Andrew 
had ten hatchet wounds directly to the head and face. When 
the household looked for Abby, they found her, dead, from 
eighteen hits from a hatchet, on the side and back of her head. 

At first, explained Mr. Daley, the "Victorian public" 
could not grasp the idea that a woman could commit such a 
vicious crime. When the uncle left the house a few days after 
the murder, he was accosted by throngs of people milling 
around the house and neighborhood. Mr. Daley said the crowd 
shouted, "lynch him," and declared him the murderer because 
it couldn't possibly have been the daughter, 
Lizzie, or the maid, Bridget. 

At the trial in New Bedford, the 
defense had to prove a "reasonable doubt" 
on Lizzie's behalf. According to Mr. Daily, 
Lizzie had the "dream team" defense of 
the 1890's, with high profile lawyers, 
including former Massachusetts Governor 
George Robinson. Sketches of the court- 
room scenes showed the almost all male at- 
tendees and Lizzie in her hat, with feather 
bobbing, and Victorian dress. Without a 
murder weapon or blood evidence, she was 
acquitted after only an hour and a half of 
deliberation. She wept, head bent, on the 
bench at the verdict. 

After the slide show, Mr. Daley 
took questions from the audience. Some- 
one asked about whether Lizzie could 
have been abused by a family member. Mr. 
Daley said that that was one theory, among 
many. Another question was raised about 
the lack of blood on Lizzie's apparel, which suggested a doubt 
as to how she could have killed two people without leaving a 
soiled dress and a trail of blood. Another theory posed was that 
Andrew had an illegitimate child, Billy Borden, who resented 
his father's rejection and killed because of it. Mr. Daily ac- 
knowledged that there was such a person, and he was without 
a birth certificate. When asked his personal opinion about who 
was the murderer, Mr. Daily demurred and said he "didn't 
know for sure." Alas, the mystery does, indeed, continue. For 
more information, see www.lizzieborden.org.

On the Road Again

Piranha 3D. Starring Elisabeth Shue and Jerry 
O'Connelh Directed by Alexandre Aja. Running time: 89 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

While talking to schlock-movie magnate Roger 
Corman, the great drive-in movie critic Joe Bob Briggs 
developed the three-B formula for B-movies: blood, 
breasts and beasts. Piranha 3D packs plenty of all three 
(it should' ve been called Piranha 3B). The gore comes 
in waves, the quantity of bouncing boobs (in and out 
of bikini tops) verges on ridiculous, and the critters — 
prehistoric piranha stirred up by an earthquake under 
a lake — attack in ferocious, water-churning swarms. 
I was amped for this movie — I wanted it to be a trash 
masterpiece, a three-B flick so gratuitous and grisly it 
would soar past exploitation and crash-land somewhere 
in the rocky borderlands of art. 

Turns out, though. Piranha 3D probably plays best 
if met with low expectations. People have been talking 
about it as if it would redeem not just this dull summer 
but the newly burgeoning and mostly squandered 
subgenre of 3D movies. The film was conceived for 3D 
but wasn't actually shot in 3D; as a result, much of the 
movie has that glazed ViewMaster look, a slick layered 
flatness, and that's true of the movie's tone, too. The 
original Piranha, from 1978, was also exploitation (from, 
ahem, the Roger Corman factory), but it's a junk classic, 
with two genuine wits at the helm — director Joe Dante 
and writer John Sayles, who turned a Jaws rip-off into 
a wry send-up of aquatic-monster flicks. The new effort 
works hard to be over-the-top, but it seems to have no 
reason for being aside from congratulating itself for its 
own excess. 

Director Alexandre Aja (High Tension, the Hills 
Have Eyes remake) gives us one gorgeous moment: 
British model Kelly Brook and porn actress Riley Steele 
performing a nude underwater dance. The movie stops 




dead for this; otherwise it's full steam ahead into a plot 
that feeds thousands of horny spring-break youngsters 
into the gnashing choppers of the piranha. This is what 
we came to see, but the result — which seems intent on 
challenging Saving Private Ryan for the championship 
belt in blood-drenched beach scenes — is more ugly 
than fun. There is, it turns out, a clear demarcation 
point past which ravaged flesh and floating body parts 
become a bit boring, and Aja speedboats over the line 
and keeps on going. 

There's a spooky, dread-ridden shot in the trailer 
that sold many of us on the movie — a terrified Jessica 
Szohr, underwater, as scores of piranha advance on 
her slowly. That shot isn't in the movie, but a lot else 
is: a hang-gliding woman eaten from the torso down; 
a woman whose hair gets caught in a propeller and 
whose face gets torn off. Lest you think Piranha 3D is 
misogynist rubbish revelling in exposing female flesh 
and then jamming it, Larry Flynt-like, into the meat 
grinder, there's also the comeuppance of a smarmy 
character clearly based on Joe Francis of Girls Gone 
Wild infamy. This upstanding fellow loses the organ 
most valuable to him and his legions of video viewers, 
and a piranha makes off with it and then barfs it back 
into our faces in 3D. You don't see that every day, nor 
do you get to write that sentence every day. For that, if 
for nothing else, as a viewer and as a critic, I suppose I 
should be thankful.

Baywatcher Volunteers Needed 

The Coalition of Buzzards Bay Baywatchers 
water-monitoring program is still seeking volunteers to 
help again this year! 

Now in its 19th year, Baywatchers is 
Massachusetts' largest volunteer-based coastal water 
monitoring effort. From May through September, more 
than 100 dedicated volunteers help to monitor the health 
of Buzzards Bay by testing water samples in more than 30 
harbors and coves from the Westport River to Woods Hole 
and the Elizabeth Islands. 

A strong science background is not necessary. 
A good Baywatcher is someone who can consistently 
commit to one hour a week, between 6:00 to 9:00 am, from 
May to September. Baywatcher volunteers must be able 
to follow scientific instructions on how to test the water 
using the provided test kit and be agile enough to work 
on docks and piers along the water's edge. 

All volunteer Baywatchers participate in 
a training session to learn the proper sampling 
techniques and receive a sampling test kit, a handbook 
of procedures/ protocols, data sheets to record results, 
and a sampling schedule of the 22 sampling days. On 
the scheduled sampling date, every volunteer goes to 
their assigned water testing site and with more than 100 
volunteers collecting and testing the water at the same 
time the results give a "snap-shot'' of the entire Bay's 
water conditions. The data is used to track changes in Bay 
health throughout the summer months and from year to 
year.

• How to Display Your Flag - It is the universal 
custom to display the flag only from sunrise to sunset 
on buildings and on stationary flagstaffs in the open. 
However, when a patriotic effect is desired, the flag may 
be displayed 24-hours a day if properly illuminated 
during the hours of darkness. When displayed either 
horizontally or vertically against a wall, the union (or blue 
field) should be to the observer's left. When displayed in a 
window, the flag should be the same way, with the union 
to the left of the observer in the street. No other flag or 
pennant should be placed above or, if on the same level, to 
the right of the flag of the United States of America, except 
during church services conducted by naval chaplains 
at sea and for personnel of the Navy, when the church 
pennant may be flown above the flag. These tips are 
brought to you from the Office of Veterans' Services for 
Mattapoisett and Rochester.
